No 
alterations wero mado in tho bridge itself t 
not- was tho force of policemen increased, but 
instead of allowing tho crowds to gather all 
wore kopt moving and especial caro wug 
taken to keep tho stairway clear. At uo 
time was the crowd greater than two t'are- 
takoiN could readily accommodate.

Adding 


to tho total number for tho days preceding 
tho estimated number crossing yesterday, the 
grand total is about 700,000. The loss o£ life 
has been ouo in about 58.SB. Tho chief point 
of interest was tho fatal stairway, and 
next to that tho bod of tho railroad on tho 
south side. Nearly all traces of tho disaster 
had been cleared away. Whenever any by- 
stander said ho had been in tho fatal crush, 
he was at Onco surrounded and asked for par- 
ticulars. Superintendent Martin to-day gave 
instructions to havo a telephone connection 
made between the two extremes oi tho bridge 
and tho towers, and also with the police head- 
quarters. Tho New York police ollicei-s say 
that pickpockets bad nothing to do with thu 
disaster. Inspector Byrnes said that seven of 
his detectives wero on tho bridge when tho ac- 
cident occurred, and that they saw not a sin- 
g-lo pickpocket. Tho bridge trustees moot to- 
day, aud it is expected that an investiga- 
tion comniittoo will be appointed. Up to a 
la to hour last night no additional deaths wero 
reported. The inquiries of Supt. Martin do 
not reveal any other causa for tho panic than 
those already detailed. "I am satisfied," he 
said to-day, 
"that 
the 
primary cause 


was 
tho fall o£ a 
woman 
in 
the 


crush at tho stairs. 
There were three 


or four New York detectives there Wednes- 
day ia addition to the bridge policemen, and 
they started to help the woman to her feet 
There was a crush about thom, and the 
woman's lady companion, who seemed to loso 
control of herself and to imagine- the polices 
wore going to arrest her friend, screamed. 
This caused a rush from both directions 
toward the point, and then a gang of roughs 
carno along, shoving in every direction, and 
tho serious trouble ensued." 
The story of Samuel Daltoo, a London 


merchant, 
partially 
corroborates 
the 


superintendent's story. He says: '•! was 
suddenly startled by the wild action of a po- 
liceman in uniform. Ho stood outsido the 
railing and was gesticulating wildly and 
shouting something, I don't know i 
Pooplo who could not hear what he said be- 
camo frightened, and the rumor soon spread 
that the bridge had broken in two between tho 
towers 
This caused a panic and I and thoso 


in my neighborhood turned back. Wo had 
scarcely done so when the crowd behind camo 
upon us in full force, and carried us to and 
over the stops. Then we wero crushed bo- 
ucath tho masses following. I did not seo ouo 
pei-son fall. 
All wore pressed together so 


linnly that falling was impossible. Wo wore 
piled tier upon tier. I was on tho second or 
third layer, and nothing but a miracle saved 
mo. I heard nothing ot pickpockets until I 
saw it in this morning's papers. The pohcc- 
mou frightened us. The crowd was not so 
so great as to cause any accident had it not 
been for tha step." 


Mrs. 
Georga Smith, whoso husband was 


killed and who was hi the thickest of tho press, 
relates the following; "We had proceeded 
almost to tho tower, when somebody said that 
the bridge had broken down. Then tho crowd 
from Brooklyn surged toward us. Georgo 
told ma to take hold of his hand, and I did so 
•just as we wero being pressed to ward tho 
stairs. "We kopt together until tlio stairs wero 
reached, aud then wo wero separated. The 
last I saw of him ho had a death-liko ex- 
pression on his countenance and was being 
borne over backward. Then I lost sight of 
him. 
I was thrown forward on my face, and 


lauded on the struggling people below. In 
tin instant tho crowd behind was pressed on 
top of me, and I was completely buried in 
the human mass. I do not know how loug I 
was there. It seemed an ago. Then some 
men carno and attempted to extricate me. 1 
was wedged in so tightly that they could not 
move me at first, but I begged so earnestly to 
1x3 taken out that they wero urged to super- 
human efforts, and they finally succeeded in 
getting me out. My husband died at_tho 
hospital."
